sympathizer of^a subversive organization. As a result of the review, 2f8,000 

Communist index cards were prepared. Since this review the New York Office 
has continued to prepare C. I. cards on all persons reported to be members or 
sympathizers of a subversive organization. As a result of this policy there 
are now approximately 56,5-^ C. !• cards on file in this office, which figure 
represents a total of all persons who have resided in the New York area and 
who have been reported at one time or another to be active in a subversive 
organization. However, since there is no requirement that C. r. cards be 
maintained in a current status, it will net be possible to secure the desired 
information from a review of the cards themselves. To ascertain those 
individuals reported as active in one of the organizations since l/l/k9, it 
will be necessary to review each of the 5^,500 files represented by a C. I. 
card. For reasons which will be set forth below, it is not believed that 
the results to be achieved by such a project will compensate for the eirtensive 
research that will be required in carrying out the project. 

By Sac letter #!+8, SerieS 1950, dated 7/22/5O, the Bureau advised 
that consideration should be' given 5or inclusion in the Secur^ity Index those 
persons who were as of July, 1950 "ac\:ive, participating members of the 
CoTmrnjnist Party or related groups, or those who actively espouse the line of 

JL.'L. ^ ^ ~ tl ^. ■ 

* ^ince July of 1950, the above instructions have- been strictly 

adhered to by this office. Whenever information has been received indicating 
that an individual is a member of, or active in, one of the organizations 
listed above, a case file has been opened for investigation. Tn addition, 
however, this office h^s adopted a sorfewhat liberal interpretation of the / 
above instructions. The date of July, 1950 has not been utilized as an 
absolute line of demarcation when consideration is given to opening a file for 
investigation. A lack of informa^tion indicating current Communist Party 
activity on the part of a subject has been considered to be due more to the 
security measures adopted by the Party rather than to the lack of activity 
ou the part of the subject. . 

^ ^ ■ As a result of the above interpretation, this office has been openlr./^ 
investigations on individuals active in one of the organizations under discu: 
even though the activity may have occurred during the year 19^9. Those case: 
have been opened in a routine manner as information indicating Party activity 
was received from Sui^ec, trash covers, informant 3 and other sou:t;pes. In this . 
manner approximately 7^00 Security Matter - C capos have been opened during 
the past fourteen months.

.-(A) -INTERVII-I'JS IN-'SECURITY CASES I desire to emphasize again the - 

importance- of thoroughness in the interviev;ing of persons involved in 
security matters . It has been our experience that all data in an 
individual's possession cannot be developed in one or two interviev;s. 
It should be recognized that where a person has been active over a 

, period of years in the espionage or communist fields he or she has 
possession of a great deal of information v;hich is often of utmost 
value to the Bureau. 

Prior to an interviex*7 of a person vrho may be expected to % 
have considerable information of value to us, there should be a 
thorough preparation for the interviev;. This preparation should 
encompass not only a knowledge of the knovm background and activities 
of the person being interviewed but should also include knowledge 
on the part of the interviewing Agents of matters concerning vmich 
the person being interviewed might logically have information. It 
is> of course, recognized that situations may present themselves 
where such preparation is not possible, but v;herever it is feasible 
such preparation should be made. 

Once the interviev; is undertaken ana it is found that the 
person being interviewed can furnish us information of value, v:e 
should attempt to develop and exploit the person's ::nov;ledge to the 
utmost. The person being interviev;ed should be informed of the fact 
that we are interested in ii^terviewing him or her in great detail. 
Arrangement should be made to conduct the intervie^'3 o^^er as ex- 
tended a period as is necessary fully to develop the matter. During 
the cotirse of the interviev.^s, if it is necessary to have investigation 
and research conducted to verify or add to v/hat is being developed, 
this should be done. Information m.ay be needed from other offices 
or from the Bureau to assist in the interviews, and if so, a request 
for such information should be made immediately. It should be con- 
stantly borne in mind that we desire to -profit by the interview in as 
greatly a manner as possible. Undoubtedly, if the person has knowl- 
edge of espionage or communist activities, v;e will want to recontact 
him or her in the future on a variety of matters, and the establisliment 
of confidence in the Bureau should be developed for our future benefit.. . • 

A thorough and accurate reporting of information developed 
is, of course, absolutely essential. This reporting requires careful ^ 
preparation, with an understanding that a permanent record is being

^e following instructions shall be adhered to in all Security Index 
cases where summary reports are being submitted. 

INTERVIEWS OF SECURITY INDEX SUBJECTS WHEN WARRANTED 

The following instructions should not be considered as 
changing in any way the standards for interviewing subjects of 
security investigations. 

After the files have been reviewed concerning a Security 
Index subject for the purpose of preparing a summary report and all 
active investigation has been completed and it appears unat the 
sublect shculd~be interviewed In accordance with current policy in 
. our interview program, it will not be necessary to prepare a sum- 
mary report until after the interview, has been conducted. 

In air instances, however, a current investigative report 
sh«^uTd >^e submitted with the necessary letter requesting authority 
to'interview each subject. The investigative report should reflect 
all pertinent information not Previously submitted in report form. 
Upon Bureau approval for interview the Interview should be conducted 
in the prescribed manner. 

If, after the interview, it is your recommendation that 
the subject not be retained in the Security Index, your letter to 
tK Bureau advising of the results of the interview should contain 
your recommendation that ti e subject be removed from the Security 
Index; It will not be necessary to submit a summary report if the 
Security Index card is cancelled. 

If, after the interview, it Is your recommendation that 
the subject be continued in the Security Index, the summary report 
should be prepared immediately including the pertinent information 
concerning the subject developed in the interview. The adminis- 
trative portion of the report should contain a statement advising 
that the subject is being continued in the Security Index. 

In all instances where an interview is had with a subject 
of a security investigation who is of interest to other intelligence 
agencllsfthe results of the interview should be included in report 
form for dissemination to other interested agencies.

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FORM AND CONTENT 



Synopsis 

A synopsis shall be prepared for each summary report, 
.on a pink summary report first page. The synopsis shall 
contain clear and concise statements sunmarizlng the sub- 
versive activities of the subject of the report as set 
forth In the details. The synopsis should not Include 
background Information inasmuch as this will be clearly set 
forth in the first portion of the details under the cut - 
line recommended in SAC Letter Number 95. The reports are 
not to be deslgnaced as ^'Prosecutive" or as "Investigative" 
summary reports. 

Status 

The status of each case will be reflected in the sum- 
mary report at the end of the synopsis and at the end of 
the details as. in regular investigative reports* . 

Details 

In those Instances where it is felt that further in- 
vestigation is warranted, leads shall be set forth in the 
summary report as they would otherwise be handled until the 
required investigation is completed. It is not desired 
that the submission of these summary report^i be delayed 
for the sole pu?"pcse of conducting current investigation 
in previously closed cases. Where further Investigation 
is warranted as reflected from a review of the case, it 
should be covered through the use of leads cs instructed 
above. 

In most instances summary reports which have been pre- 
pared in the past. in these cases are suitable for dis- 
semination. There may be certain cases In which previous 
summary reports are not suitable for dissemination because 
of disclosure of sources. In such cases where dlsseminat jc- 
of previous summary reports is not advisable, tlie informa- 
tion contained therein should be incorporated in the cur- 
rent summary reports in such a manner that the sources are 
fully protected and the information can be disseminated. 
It will be the responsibility of each office to be certain 
that all pertinent information concerning a Security Index 
subject has been incorporated in either a past or current 
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dlsseminatlve summary report as distinguished from investi- 

gat Ive reports. It is intended that- with the submission 

of the current summary reports on Security Index subjects 
each case will be in a current condition and that it will 
not be necessary to go beyond previous or current summary 
reports for pertinent information concerning each Security 
Index subject. 

Sources whose identities would ordinarily be set forth 
In the details of an investigative report should be fully 
Identified in the details of these summary reports. 
Sources whose identities would not ordinarily' be set forth 
In the details of an investigative report should be identi- 
fied by temporary symbols in the details and fully identi- 
fied in the administrative pages. Only one temporary 
symbol should be utilized for each informant in each re- 
port. If one informant has furnished information which 
Should logically be broken down under two or more of the 
headings in the report, this should be done with the same 
temporary symbol being used for that informant throughout 
the report • 

DOCUMENTATION OF EVIDENCE 

- In those instances where documentary evidence is reflected ' 
by previous investigation and the names of those Individuals who 
could produce such evidence are already known, the names of such in- 
dividuals should be reflected either in the details by name, or, if 
their identities should be kept confidential, by temporary symbol with 
full identification in the administrative pages. A statement as to 
the location of the original exhibit should also appear in the ad- 
ministrative pages. For example, if tlie information was obtained 
fro a a written report of an informant furnished directly to an Agent, 
the identifying information appearing in the administrative portion 
of the report might read: • 

T-1 S-1C12 who furnished a written report to 

Special Agent John J. Doe on July l6, 1950. 
Informant's report is contained in New York 
file 

If the information was submitted by an informant to an of- 
fice via mall, that informant should be identified and the name of 
the Bureau Agent Initialing the mail into the file as well as the 
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location of the exhibit in the office files should be set forth. 

Yf~ the identity of "ty^^ of the information being re- 

ported, the identity of the Agent receiving the information and/or 
the date the information was received, are not available in the sub- 
ject's main file for inclusion in the report such information should 
be obtained by file review or, if the information is reflected as 
being available in the files of another office, a request should be. 
made for full identification of the evidence. It will not be neces- 
sary to engage in an extensive project of preparing documentary 
'evidence through photostating of exhibits already in possession of 
the office of origin for inclusion in the main file of each sub- 
ject. 

It is not desired that extensive investigation be con- 
ducted further to identify and locate outside individuals who have 
furnished background information nor is it desired that extensive 
investigation be conducted to obtain documentary evidence of back- 
ground information. For example, if previous investigation has 
reflected that a subject, according to reliable records such as 
birth records, school records, or records of the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service, was born at a certain place on a certain 
date, such information will be sufficient for inclusion in the 
report. It will not be necessary to request investigation to obtain 
documentarv proof of such data in these cases at this time. The 
place where such information was verified should, of course, be 
set forth in the reoort. If satisfactory verification of pertinent 
background data has not bee.i nade previously, such verification 
should, of course, be made at this time. 

DISSEMINATION 

The Summary reoorts prepared under the instructions in 
SAC Letter Number 95 and" in this SAC Letter must receive the same 
dissemination on a local level that regular investigative reports 
would receive in these cases. The summary reports must be prepared 
In a manner suitable for dissemination to outside agencies and such 
dissemination must be made in all instances where warranted. 

It is not desired that these summary reports be furnished 
to United States Attorneys at this time or at any time in the 
future until specific instructions are received from the Bureau.

Reference is made to SAC Letter Number 95 (3) dated September 22, 
1951j which contained an outline of the form to be used in the 
preparation of summary reports on Security Index subjects. 

In order that uniformity will be established throughout 
the Field, the form set forth in SAC Letter Number 95 shall be 
used wherever possible in investigative as v/ell as summary reports 
on security investigations of individuals. The headings prescribed 
in the recommended form should be used in each investigative re- 
port whenever information is being included in the report which 
would logically fall under such headings. Information appearing 
under each heading should be in chronological order. Of course, 
when no information appears in an investigative or summary report 
which could logically be placed under one or more of the headings, 
such headings should not appear in the reports. 

The Bureau feels that by this standardization of the form 
for all security reports on individuals and adherence thereto by 
all offices wherever possible, review of such reports and preparation 
of future yearly summary reports will be greatly facilitated. Agents 
handling these cases will more readily be able to obtain the desired 
irformation from the case files of the subjects foi' appropriate 
action and will be able more readily to determine weak points in 
each investigation. Direction of each investigation to a logical 
conclusion will thus be greatly facilitated. 

These instructions should not preclude the addition of ^ 
other appropriate heading? when, in individual cases, certain in- 
formation can more logically be set forth under such headings. N

With regard to the JLll cases in the Special Section category, 
G\xr files reflect that in 73 of these cases surnnary reports within the 
requirements of SAC Letter #95 lisive been suhtaitted.

A survey of the files of this "office reflects a total of 
2,871 cases in categories 6 and 7- analysis for the purpose of 
breaking down the total into the appropriate categories reflects that 
204 cases fall into category 6. Of these 20^ cases, 32 are in a pending 
status. Steps are bcin^ taken to see that all these cfO^ cases are re- 
opened and assigned as soon as possible in order to comply with the in- 
structions in referenced SAC letters. 

Category 7, the survey ^shows, consists of 2,667 cases in which 
reports containing derogatory information have been submitted since 
January 1, 19^9* Instructions are being issued in order that the next 
rsports in pending cases in this category will be slibmittjd as summary 
reports. It is conter:plated that the reniainder of thi cases in this 
category, which are not pending at present, will be given attention 
under this program when the handlirig of the cases falling in the higher 
categories on the schedule has been substantially completed. 

In spite of the heavy load of almost 7 ,000 Security cases, the 
subjects of most of which are being considered as possible additions to 
the Security Index, this office fully appreciates the importance attached 
to this program of preparing sumrr^y reports on those persons already 
listed in the Security Index.

Attached herewith is a list of names of individuals 
who were investigated under the Loyalty Program, Tne mam 
loyalty file and subversive file numbers are shown where 
known. 

The files will reflect that the majority of these 
subjects were still employed by the Government as of the 
date of the most recent information, A few will reflect 
the subjects to be no longer employed by the Government, 

' ' The loyalty investigation in each instance developed 
documentary evidence' or. an admission on the part of the _ 
individual of past membership or affiliation in the Communist 
Party or other revolutionary groups. 

You are to call for all main files on eaci of 
these subjects and review them to determine whether the 
office of origin has received all pertinent loyalxy reports 
and codes of any other reports where main security jiles 
are existent. In any instances where pertinent ixformation 
has not been made available to the office of origin, such 
information should be furnished as enclosures to a memorandum 
to the office of origin. 

If the main files do not reflect that a copy of 
hearings conducted before the Loyalty Review Boari in each 
case is in the possession of the office of origin, the 
Washington Field Office should be requested to obtain a 
photostatic copy of the hearing and transmit it to the 
office, of origin.

Tou may find that in many of these cases, current 
investigation is being conducted or the above requirements 
have recently been complied with or some other action has 
been taken which would obviate the necessity Jbr complying 
with the above instructions. If so, no further action need 
be taken by you. 

The object of this review is to be fully certain 
that the Security Index Unit has taken all action necessary 
to assure that each of these cases has been fully developea 
as of this tine and that all of these subjects have eitner 
been placed in the Security Index where warranted or 
consideration has been given to interviewing them for 
information in their possession, '

You are to complete this project by January 15, 1952, 
Tour copy of this memorandum and the attached list should be 
returned with a notation adjacent to each name on tne list 
as to the action you hav-. taken in each case.
